THE DECAY OF IMAGINATION 



Ono slaloment marie by Dr. Clayton Hamilton last week 
. durmp the couvso o1" liis lootiiros nl )\ToGiH is certainly of movR 
than passing sipnilicance. Dr. Hamilton cliscnssed Sheridan and 
his work. In one of his lodnros he pointed, out that the 
■ firamatist worked with a han on .^^taRc: lie had no "atmosphere" 
or •"liackpround" sucli as wc have to-day and look for in our 
drama. He depended upon the actor's lines and held the audience 
by the hrilliancy of the dialog-ue and the beauty of the language, 
lie employed. One word playing on the imaginations of the 
-y audience was sufficient to con.iure up a beautiful picture— such 
V a picture as lives but in the mind and cannot be brought out even 
^ most elaborate efforts are exerted to present all detail. 

AAHiatwas iruc of Sheridan is even more true of Shakespeare and 
• ■ Ills Elizabethan audiences. They needed no make-up, or fancy 
and elaborate costumes. They required no light effects, no drops, 
,' no' scenery. The dramatist and ihc actor held them and they were 
-gripped by the intensity of the action, the beautiful pictures which 
^^^^ere brought before them by the exquisite language of the writer. 
What then are we to conclude from this? "We have made 
progress," claim those who are convinced that man has certainly 
tieen. forging ahead. And perhaps wp have as far as the stage is 
concea-néd. for we present our dramas elaborately, even artis- 
ticà,lly. But how little is left to our imagination! Every detail is 
■given to us. Producers are careful that all should be qprrect. 
Directors are anxious that everything should be plausable. 

The more we consider it the more does the idea foi'ce itself 
upon us. This age with its vast stride? in the mechanical and 
scientific world has become one in which our imaginations have 
been dulled, crushed, warped. We demand facts, figures, statistics. 
We demand news — and it must be "hot" news. We demand drama, 
but instead of stimulating our imagination it only presents ac- 
curate pictures, almost photographs. 

At every turn do we meefrthis pernicious tendency. Our en- 
tire civiliation today , bears witness- to our prosaic min;iB. Our 
.skj'scrapers shoot their ugly masses of brick and steel into the 
vaàt blue — products of men who in another age would think of 
beautiful terraces, sweeping columns, delightful fountains, 
' sparkling and playing in the sun. Where is the imagination in a 
.skj'scraper ? Our ,iazz grinds its harshness wherever we turn'.. It 
is forced upon our ears. The phonograph spreads it, the player- 
piano .sounds it, the orchestra turns it out, and it is forced upon us 
wHëtliér we would, or would not, hear it. Where is the imagin- 
•àfâon to be found in it— that imagination and artistic perception 
v'hich gave us the sonata, the symphony — yes, and the waltz, 
' iiot that waltz which is turned out by our ragtime "concocters" 
:(if -vve may use that term) but the waltz of Brahms, of Chopin! 
And our dances! AVhat imajrination or art is there in the fox-trot, 
. the Charleston, the Harvard Hup and the thousand and one ugly 
steps which go under the name of dancing to-day? 

Our age. of course, is not entirely devoid of imagination — 
but that has been left to a few indivijiuals — and they are raising 
their voices in darl:ness and. are often howled down by the 
: iiiammon-wurshippers. 

The deplorable thing ir that our universities are annually 
rolling into this world more potential Babbits, ^ore success- 
Avorshippers, more efficiency experts, more men with dulled 
imaginations and warped minds to increase this terrible tendency 
in this age of ours. If the university could but serve to stimulate 
our imaginations and inculcate true)- conceptions of beauty in 
thought and action, instead of standardizing and classifying them, 
there would be decided betterment and our age would be less 
perjiicious. But this is not so---and M';Pj.caix greatly i-egret it.
